1.  (C)  Operations  t  Significant  Actlvitlefl. 

a*  Span  of  Report.  Tiiie  is  the  seoond  Operational  Report 
Lessons  Learned  subiidtted  by  the  972d  Signal  Battalion  since  Ite 
reactivation  on  1  June  1968.  The  report  covers  a  period  of  89 
days,  from  1  February  1969  through  30  April  1969* 

b.  Contingency  Force  Operations  and  Training. 

(1)  let  Signal  Brigade  OPLAN  64^9,  dated  28  January  69, 
ordered  the  establishment  of  a  signal  contingency  force,  con¬ 
sisting  of  one  "heavy"  and  two  ••light"  teams,  lUie  purpose  of 
this  contingency  force  is  to  provide  backup  eoamunlcations  for 

a  battalion-sized  or  smaller  signal  unit  anywhere  in  RVN,  in  the 
event  that  the  uxilt  is  rendered  incapable  of  performing  its  mission. 

(2)  None  of  these  teams  were,  as  a  unit,  put  into  operational 
use  during  the  period  of  this  report.  Forts  of  the  teams  wore,

(3)  On  13  February  1969  tho  972d  Signal  Battalion  received 
orders  from  tho  2d  Signal  Group  to  dispatch  all  three  contingency 
teams  to  inr  \11  a  number  of  comainications  systoDis  as  a  training 
exercise.  During  the  course  of  this  exercise,  which  was  terminated 
on  15  February  1969,  sig'.'-d  sites  were  established  at  Long  Binh 
Post,  Long  Thanh  North,  tear  Cat,  Di  An,  and  Bion  Hoa.  On  16  Feb¬ 
ruary  1969  a  critique  of  tho  exorcise  was  given  to  the  972d  Signal 
Battalion  by  BG  Thotaas  K.  Rlonzl  and  tho  1st  Signal  Brigade  Staff. 
As  a  result  of  this  critique,  and  of  tho  weaknesses  in  the  exercise, 
a  program  of  training  was  established  for  the  contingency  teaiiis 
which  cmphaslzod  OJT,  team  and  ooction  training,  and  bi-wcekly  field 
probloBxo.  Thin  training  program  extended  tliroughout  tho  period  of 
this  report.

e.  Paragraph  2b(6),  page  5.  Nonconcur  in  the  recommendation  that 
cable  signs  bo  used  rathor  than  cable  markers.

Siyns  aro  usually  located 
along  cable  route  so  that  personnel  will  be  aware  that  a  cable  is  buried

The  observation  of  this 
headquarters  is  that  proper  installation  will  alleviate  loss.  /Llso  the 
base  and  2  connectors  on  each  end  are  tho  s-^mo  material  as  the  cover  cand 
would  deteriorate  at  the  same  rate.  Covers  are  not  listed  as  a  separate 
available  item  in  the  manufacturer's  catalog.  Tt  is  necessary  to  use 
complete  terminals  for  their  cover.
